On January 1,2003 all Assisted Living facilities providing services for clients in the
Waiver for Older Adults will be required to bill directly to the Maryland Department of Health
and Mental Hygiene (DHMH). This change will eliminate the previous billing practice of
submitting claims through the Maryland Department on Aging (MDOA). The following
procedures and corresponding procedure codes will be affected by the change:

. Assisted Living Level 2 - G0216

. Assisted Living Level 3 - 00217

. Environmental Modifications for Assisted Living - 00218

. Assistive Equipment for Assisted Living - G0219

Assisted Living Level 2 and Level 3 can be submitted either electronically or via paper
form 248. Claims for environmental modifications (00218) and Assistive Equipment (00219)
must be submitted via paper form 248. When submitting claims, please be sure to submit the
proper form for the procedure. Paper claims should be submitted to P.O. Box 1935, Baltimore
MD 21203.
